MEMORARDUM FOR INFORMATION

TO: THE DEPUTY DIRECIOR

1. Paul Martin, of the Upstate Newv York GANMNEI REWSPAPERS, telephoned
1o me yesterday (25 June 19G2) to ask how much per diem Allen ¥W. Dulles has
been paid by CIA since his departure from the Agency &s its Director on
29 Xovewber 1961. Martin is & very good newspaperwman, knows Mr. Dulles, and
is & close friend of Semator Kenneth Keating (R-X.Y.). I told Mr. Martin ve
d0 not wake such information awveilable to the public, and suggested that his
best source would be Allen Dulles.

2. Mr. Dulles telephoned me later in the day to s&y that Paul Martin
nad asked him how much per diem he received and hed also guestioned him about
the use of an office in the CIA building. Mr. Dulles saild that he told Mr.
Martin that he pets the sawe rate of per diem as any other consultant, which
is $50 a day vhen he is actuslly in consuliation &t the request of the Agency
for a day. He said he uses & CIA office part-time ag a consultent, and in
gathering together his old papers, but that he has e private office in his
home and another office in NMew York and he spenis & great deal of his time in
Bew York.

3. Mr. Dulles asked Mr. Martin to tell him just what he is after, what
i3 1t all about? He said that Martin told him ke was plamning to do & story
which will show that on 10 NHovember 19560 at Hymnnis Part, Massachusettas,
Pregident Kennedy said:

"I have asked Mr. Allen Dulles tc stay on as Director of
the Central Intelligence Agency, end he has acceded to thati
request. He has served every President since Wilson, in a
variety of capacities, and & contimuity of stadbility and
direction of this particulsr post is imperative.

"1 have asked Mr. J. Edgar Hoover to stay on &s Director
of the FBI and he accepted. His tenure in the Federal Zervice
is almost as long, stretching all the way beck to the Adminis-
tration, I believe, of Presideat Hoover, and the nonpartissn
asture of this post is well established.”

4. Martin then told Mr. Dulles "J. Edgar Hoover is still on the job but
yOu vere retired before you even reached the age of 70.” Mr. Dulles s8id he
was wable to figure out Just what Martin was driving at. Martin later told me
he is not after Dulles, but wants to help J. Edgar Hoover. He believes the
President is gettlng ready to retire Hoover as he did Dulles because Hoover, like
Dulles, runs & non-political operation and controls most sensitive files.
